THE coming American Confer- 
ence has given Europe an idea that 
a combination of American na- 
tious is to be formed against Eur- 
ope. This is only partially true. 
It is a combination among Ameri- 
can nations to trade where they 
can to the best advantage. The 
trade between the American na- 
tions and Europe is largely an 
exchange of raw material for fin- 
ished goods. American nations 
will still exchange their raw ma- 
terial for European finished goods 
unless upon an examination of the 
American ficld it is found that 
they can trade more profitably 
with each other. It is probable 
that the conference will recom- 
mend a common coinage, common 
weights and measures, and the es- 
tablishment of steam connection 
between the principal ports of the 
United States and the ports of the 
several American countries. Eur- 
ope has combined to cheapen the 
American product of silver, and 
the Américans will combine to re- 
store this product to its former 
uses. A Vienna paper. says 
the States south of the United 
States will not be likely to 
submit to the wishes of the 
millionaires of the Union. The 
millionaires of the Union are not 
running this conference. Unless 
all signs fail it will be conducted 
in the interest of the industrial 
classes. One of its purposes will 
be to widen the field for the sale 
of our finished goods, thereby giv- 
ing occupation to both labor and 
capital. The millionairet of the 
Union are in combination with the 
money-lenders of Europe to re- 
strict coinage to one metal, that 
the value of that particular kind of 
mouey may be increased. The 
American Conference will be in 
direct opposition to this combina- 
tion of millionaires. The estab- 
lishment of steamship lines with 
the several American countries is 
also in the interest of both labor 
and capital. Every vessel that is 
built and employed in these lines 
will give occupation to labor and 
capital. If by these means we suc- 
ceed in selling where Europe has 
been selling, it will mean a transfer 
of industries from Europe to 
America, Europe may not like 
the prospéct, but for the States 
lying south of the Union there is 
no danger. They will have two 
customers for their products in 
place of one, and two markets from 
which to select their finished 
goods. 


As Nevada has but one repre- 
sentative in the Lower House of 
Congress, it is important that he 
should be of superior ability, just 
about such a man as Hon. Thomas 
Fitch, who once so ably represented 
her in that body. The Gazerre 
is not advised as to what our ex- 
Congressman purposes doing, but 
it is of the belief that he might be 
induced to again accept a nomina- 
tion as Mr. Bartine’s suecessor.

Meas- | 
ure carefully the length of the stick 
that projects above the ground; 
the length of its shadow. This | 
will give the necessary ratio for the 
hight of the tree. Measure with the 
same care the length of the shadow 
cast by the tree; multiply this by the | 
ratio found and the quotient will give 
the desired result with a degree of ac- 
curacy, depending, of course, on the 
eare with which the measurements 
were made. As an example, let us 
make the following supposition: let 
the stick in question have three feet 
projecting above the ground; let the 
shadow measure four and a half feet. 
The ratio between the hight’of the 
stick and the length of the shadow is, 
therefore, 3 divided by 444—*s, which 
is the factor by which the length of 
the shadow cast by the tree must be 
multiplied to give the hight of the tree.
